WASHINGTON, July 21.— (Capi­ 
tal News Service) —Uncle Sam’s pay I 
roll is being cut down with a ven-1 
geance. 
With each recurring pay- j 
day, hundreds, and in some cases 
thousands, are dropped from the 
lists. As a result, many who came 
to Washington for war work are 
hopelessly seeking other #positions, j 
Occasionally a few find employment 
but gradually those from outside 
the city are returning to their homes. 
The charge Is being made that dis- ; 
missals are not made in harmony 
with the civil service law, which 1 
fixes a quota for each state, and J 
also that the District of Columbia is j 
keeping much more than its share 
of employes on the rolls. 


HERESY IN THE ADMINISTRATION 
Belief in the efficacy of a protective tariff as a panacea 
for all our industrial ills us one of the teneU of republicanism. 
But there is heresy in the administration at Washington. A 
member of the cabinet not only believes it is not the only 
prop of our business, but has dared to say so openly and 
without being called to account, at least publicly. The cabinet 
member is Herbert Hoover. “The hard times that knock at 
every cottage door came from Europe/ ’said Mr. Hoover in a 
prepared address the other day. “No tariffs—mark the word 
—no embargoes, no navies, no armies can defend us from 
these invasions. Our sole defense is the prosperity of our 
neighbors and our own commercial skill.” 
One of the reasons why hard times have come from Eur­ 
ope has been the failure of the United States to accept the 
peace treaty which has not only caused unsettlement in Eur­ 
ope. Had the United States promptly accepted the peace 
treaty we would certainly have been much further along the 
way and might have been there without any period of de­ 
pression such as we are now witnessing. It appears that we 
are now getting ready to go back nearly two years, do under 
some other name and some difference in procedure what we 
ought to have done promptly. When we get this done then 
we may expect a return of more presperous conditions.— 
Wichita Times.

He urged co-operation by local 
organizations of citizens to elimi­ 
nate fire hazards which were enorm­ 
ously reducing the national wealth. 
Wentworth, who is secretary of 
the National Fire Protection Assoc­ 
iation, said that in the first four 
months of this year there had been 
a loss of $12,000,000, but that be­ 
fore the end of 1921 there would be 
consigned to the ash heap property 
valued at a quarter of a biniou 
dollars. He said:

E may arri va at a bet­ 
ter understanding of 
the problems present­ 
ed by the present 
stringent credit situation perhaps lf 
we recall some of the important 
factors that have created present 
conditions. The tremendous losses 
caused by the World War, of 
course, were primarily responsible. 
To meet the emergencies of war the 
people of tills country sent billions 
of dollars In food, fuel, munitions 
and loans to Europe. 
Production and distribution In the 
United States, It is estimated, has 
been Increased from 15 to 20 per 
cent since 1914. Commodity price# 
generally Increased 140 per cent 
from 1914 to the peak In February. 
19201 and they hare fallen only 25 
per cent since. 
Consequently a 
tremendous and unparalleled 
mand for capital was created. 
Where a bank, for Instance^ had 
lent $1,000 to a business concern la 
1914 it became necessary In 1919 to 
lend $2,400 to perform th# same 
business serries 
While deposits In the banks In­ 
creased from about eighteen billion 
dollars In 1914 to thirty-eight bil­ 
lion dollars In 1920, loans and dis­ 
counts increased from fifteen bil­ 
lion dollars In 1914 to thirty-one 
billion dollars in 1920l The Federa 
Reserve banks in 1915 discounted 
bills for member banks to the 
amount of one hundred ami sixty- 
one million dollars, 
In 1919 the 
amount of bills discounted by the 
Federal Reservo Banks aggregated 
seventy-nine billions of dollars. 
The period of unusually active 
business and rising prices following 
the war was characterised by 
wave of extravagant buying by do­ 
mestic consumers. Speculation 
rampant 
Capital expenditures in 
preparation for meeting th* un­ 
usual demand on the part of the 
public for goods naturally tended 
to be excessive in many Instances. 
In the first ten months of 1920 In­ 
dustrial financing broke ail records, 


with aa aggregate of more than two 
billion dollars la bonds, notas aud 
•leeks. 
This period was also character 
lied by extraordinary demands ob 
the part of foreign countries for 
American goods. It was to be am 
parted, however, that with the pro­ 
gressive Industrial recuperation of 
the recently belligerent countries 
there would be a reduced demand 
eventually for American goods In 
hose markets. And domestic buy- 
ng could not be expected to con 
tlnue Indefinitely on an extravagant 
scale. Accordingly, In order to fore­ 
stall the possibility of an extremely 
dangerous Industrial situation la 
this country, It became necessary to 
check the further expansion of 
credit In general. 
The logical corrective for threat­ 
ening over-expansion was the rais­ 
ing of discount rates by the Federal 
Reserve Banks, accompanied by a 
purpose to restrict credit accommo­ 
dation to those borrowers whose 
collateral gave promise of retaining 
safe margins of value ender cond! 
dons of probable commodity price 
recessions. 
The applicadon 
of 
these meant has helped to bring 
about a more normal business activ­ 
ity without an Intervening period 
of widespread and sustained de­ 
pression. 
let, despite the tremendous In­ 
crease In commodity prices and 
wages, It Is noteworthy that the 
cost of money has increased, oa the 
average, less than twenty-five per 
cent. 
In the face of greatly in­ 
creased operating expenses and 
losses. Inevitable In bual Dees reac­ 
tion, die bankers have been ultra­ 
conservative In fixing rates. Money 
has been the cheapest element In 
business enterprise. 
It Is the function of the hanks to 
vitalise credit by productive proc­ 
esses and make It of use to the 
community. The drat and highest 
duty of bankers Is to pot available 
credit In usable form and to dis­ 
tribute and apportion It for the 
good of the whole community. In 
discharging this doty bankers most 
exercise their best Judgment and

It must be recognised, of course, 
that general reduction In com­ 
modity prices cannot be affected 
without hardship to many elements 
of the business community. Any 
business currying on band stocks of 
raw materials or finished goods 
generally Incurs the risk of depre­ 
dating values. 
When prices are 
rising, profits are In part the re­ 
sult of appreciation In the values of 
such holdings, end conversely, in a 
period of declining values the risk 
of monetary loss Is Incurred. In a 
period of rising prices the credit de­ 
mands are progressive end tend, lf 
Bast, to stimulate further price ad­ 
vances 
Accordingly, the banks 
must necessarily exercise restraint 
upon the expanding volume of 
credit when ll threatens to exceed 
the limits of safety. 
lo the very 
nature of the case, moreover, It la 
net the function of the banking sys­ 
tem to endeavor to prevent e reces­ 


sion of prices which the state of 
production aud consumption re­ 
quires. 
Thp fnct that the inevitable re­ 
adjustments have thus far been ef­ 
fected without really serious diffi­ 
culties gives promise that there 
will be further gradual readjust 
meats with a more prompt resump­ 
tion of normal prosperity than 
would have been possible had the 
process of credit expansion been 
unhindered. 
The speed with which approximate 
stabilization In business is to be 
brought about will depend large­ 
ly upon developments abroad, par­ 
ticularly in Europe. Industrial re­ 
cuperation In eastern and central 
Europe has been slow In the two 
years since the armistice^ and In 
many other countries. Including 
some In which post-war recupera­ 
tion and readjustment have made 
gratifying progress, there Is now a 
slackening of business activity com­ 
parable to that In this country 


This condition ta a fundamental 
factor affecting our foreign trade. 
Inasmuch as our productive ca­ 
pacity In general Is greater than 
Is required for domestic needs, it 
Is extremely Important that our ex­ 
port trade be fostered during the 
remainder of the transition period. 
The financing of our export oper­ 
ations, In fact, will contlnne for 
some time one of the chief con­ 
cerns of American bankera 
The banks as a whole are In a 
sound condition and the necessary 
machinery and organization are at 
hand to provide for the continua­ 
tion of an orderly domestic busi­ 
ness readjustment ta a period of 
declining prices. 
The Federal Reserve System was 
established in November, 1914, but 
not until June, 1917, shortly after 
our declaration of war, was there 
adopted the present requirement 
that all legally prescribed reserves 
of member banks should be kept In 
Reserve banks The real strength 
of the credit position of the banks 
depends, of course, upon the char­ 
acter of the paper they hold, its 
liquidity 
and 
Intrinsic 
worth. 
Through the operation of the Fed­ 
eral Reserve System, however, a 
large part of the paper held by 
member banks bas been given a 
liquidity which was formerly un­ 
known. 
The present strength of the re­ 
serve position of the Federal Re­ 
serve System Is Indicated by the 
potential, but unused, capacity for 
further credit expansion by the 
Federal Reserve banka through 
their members. 
On December S, 1920, the Federal 
Reserve bonks held gold reserves 
of $2,022,675,000. Of this amount, 
$l.74.i,5S2,S:»0 constituted part‘ of 


the required reserves against de­ 
posit and note liabilities, leaving 
$279,092,150 of free gold (free gold 
consists of gold holdings In excess 
of the 40 per cent required as re­ 
serve for outstanding Federal Re­ 
serve notes, 5 per cent reserve 
against 
Federal 
Reserve 
Bank 
notes, and' the amount, which, with 
other cash holdings, equals thirty? 
five per cent of the net deposits, 
required as reserve for such de­ 
posits under the Federal Reserve 
art). ' Net deposits abd note liabili­ 
ties totalled $5,194,236,000, repre­ 
senting a credit structure about 
three times the gold holdings, other 
than free gold, or about 2.7 times 
the total reserves, other than free 
gold. 
If all the free gold should 
serve to support additional mem­ 
bers* reserve deposits in amount 2.7 
times the free gold, members* de­ 
posits would increase by $753,548,- 
805. 
According to tile report of the 
condition of 825 member banks as 
of November 12, 1920, their aggre­ 
gate net deposits were about 10.2 
times their reserve balances with 
Federal reserve banks. If a IO to 
I ratio of deposits to reserve bal­ 
ances is assumed for all member 
banks, the potential Increase of 
$753,548,805 in members* reserve 
deposits represents a potential In­ 
crease in deposits held by members 
of about $7,535,000,000. 
It Is not suggested, however, that 
any such expansion of the credit 
structure on Hie basis of the ex 
Istlng free gold in the Federal Re­ 
serve banks should occur.
